Studying Olive Culture. 

Los Angeles.—Professor a. r. najue 
of the University of California and 
expert of the agricultural station, ar¬ 
rived in Los Angeles the other day. 
He oomes for the purpose of making 
an exhaustive study of olive culture. 


So far in ’99 twenty-six railroads 
have been chartered to operate in 
Oklahoma Territory. They are said to 
have 8312 miles of track; their capital 
stock aggregates over $50,050,000. 


The United States postal defioit for 
the fiscal year amounted to $6,418,- 
885. The money order system was 
conducted at a loss of $105,106. 


Lake Merritt, near Oakland, Cal., 
is to be dredged by contract. 


The Pennsylvania R. R. Co. has con¬ 
tracted for 100,000 tons steel rails to 
be laid in 1900, for which it pays $3,- 
300,000. 

A trainload of forty-five cars ot steel 
rails—1000 tons—is at San Francisco 
loading on government transports for 
a government railway at Manila. 

B. M. DeLong of Quincy, Cal., has a 
franchise to build an electiro railroad 
along tbe north fork of the Feather 
river through Plumas county, Cal. 

Owing to a death from the plague on 
board a Turkish steamer, all arrivals 
at Trieste from the Mediterranean are 
now subj acted to a period of observa¬ 
tion. 

The Colorado Trades Assembly have 
abandoned their Denver organ. Many 
a newspaper has supported a cause, 
but no cause ever yet supported a 
newspaper. 

The Treasury has paid out gold cer¬ 
tificates since August 7th last to the 
amount of $191,286,480, and has re¬ 
covered $94,053,460, making a net 
issue of $97,233,520. 

Captain Raymond of the steamer 
White Cloud, which foundered on the 
way to Manila, has just been arrested in 
Hongkong for taking the vessel to sea 
in an unsea worthy condition. 

Sheet lead for tea packing in For¬ 
mosa is brought from Australia in 
pigs; after being melted it is poured 
between two large tiles, the required 
degree of thickness for the sheet being 
obtained by foot pressure, then 
trimmed to suitable sizes and shaped 
for soldering. 

The Northern Pacific has completed 
arrangements for the transportation of 
over 9000 horses from Central Wash¬ 
ington points to St. Paul and Eastern 
points. It is the intention of the 
movers in the enterprise to break the 
consignments into smaller lots and 
scatter them throughout the Eastern 
States. 

There are 2860 central station plants 
for generating electricity in the Unitey 
States. These plants are owned bd 
companies -having a combined capital 
stock of 279,704,610, and employing 
1,159,788 H. P. in engines or water 
wheels. 

An antomobile designed to take the 
place ot present motive power on the 
Erie canal, and tow the canal boats, 
is now building in Hartford, Conn. 
The automobile will be the largest and 
strongest ever made and will cost 
about $3000. 

Anton Poliak and Josef Vierag, in- j 
ventors of the rapid sending and re¬ 
ceiving automatic devices, which 
promise a revolution in telegraphy, 
have arrived in Chicago from Budapest, 
Hungary, to make demonstrations of 
their invention. The first test will be 
an attempt to send 600 words a minute 
over a distance of some 600 miles. 

A New York Sun cable from London 
says: The whaler Balaend, which ar¬ 
rived at Dundee, reports that she met 
the steamer Antarctic,which is looking 
for Andree. The Antarctic’s captain 
said he had searobed 300 miles off tbe 
northern ooast during the months of 
July and August, but had found no 
trace of the explorer. 

Henry P. Glover of Ypsilanti, Mich., 
has presented to the University of 
Michigan the De Criscio collection of 
Latin inscription. Signor de Criscio 
is a resident of Posesuli, near Naples, 
Italy, and has for forty years been col¬ 
lecting the inscriptions found from 
time to time in that locality. The col¬ 
lection includes more than 250 inscrip¬ 
tions on marble, besides a few on 
brick, lead-pipe and other materials. 
They range in age from tbe time of 
Augustus to the fifth century A. D. 

The Continental Telegraph, Tele¬ 
phone and Cable Co.’s leading directors 
and stockholders in the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. are said to oppose the 
Bell Telephone Co. The old contract 
between -the Bell Telephone and the 
Western Union, under whiol) the Bell 
concern paid 20 per cent of its income 
to the Western Union, expired in ’95. 
The Telepone Co. has been since then 
a competitor of the Western Union. 


COLUMBIA'S FUTURE IN DOUBT. 


Mach Depend* on nn Anticipated Chal¬ 
lenge. 

New York.—The victorious cup de¬ 
fender Columbia has been hauled out 
on the wa.s at City island. This, 
however, does not settle the question 
as to whether or not the famous Her- 
reshoff craft will cross the ooean to 
contest in Mediterranean and British 
yaoht races. Owner Iselin himself 
does not know for certain what will be 
done. He and Mrs. Iselin will soon 
start for the other side and there are 
many things to consider before any 
order will issue to place the Columbia 
under cruising rig. At present the in¬ 
tentions are simply to put the oup 
winner in a good saw place on the land 
and leave her there until wanted. 

Iselin came from All View, New Ro- 
ohelle, to City island, to look the boat 
over after she was hauled out and to 
give some directions in regard to those 
men who are still employed on the 
boat. When seen at Hawkins’ yards 
he said: 

“I have had all the yaohting I want 
for a long time.” He did not, how¬ 
ever, say that he had positively made 
up his mind to leave the Columbia 
where she is until the next American 
yachting season and the rest of the 
conversation showed that this is not. 
yet settled. Among the few men still 
employed on the Columbia there is a 
difference of opinion as to the future 
movements of the yacht. One man, 
who wore the uniform of the crew, 
said: 

‘‘This boat is going across the ocean. 
I know what she is going to do, and 
you need not remain any longer in 
doubt. The Columbia will leave here 
in January to cross to the other side. 
Thi s is the present intention and this 
is what will be done.” 


TO OPEN BRAZILIAN MARKET. 

United State* Wants Tariff Concession* 
on Wheat and Flour. 

Washington.—Active negotiations 
are proceeding to secure from Brazil 
such tariff concessions as will extend 
the market for American wheat and 
American tionr in that country. It is 
understood that a proposition to this 
effect was submitted to the authorities 
at Rio de Janeiro and they have sought 
to acoede to the desires of the authori¬ 
ties here. But, as definite results 
have been lacking the Brazilian Minis¬ 
ter in Washington, Mr. Assis-Brasil, 
and Mr. Kasson, the United States Re¬ 
ciprocity Commissioner, have taken up 
the negotiations. 

As Brazilian coffee enters the United 
States free of duty, the purpose of the 
American offioials has been to secure 
tariff concessions on Amerioan pro¬ 
ducts going to Brazil, chiefly flour and 
wheat. While the Brazilian officials 
have expressed a wish to make such 
an arrangement, it has been pointed 
out that the Brazilian Congress would 
have to amend the present law, and 
also that a large milling industry had 
recently sprung up in Brazil and was 
not likely to assent to an enoonrag- 
meut to American milling products. 
The one solution which has been con¬ 
sidered is a Brazilian tariff having a 
sliding scale, under which tbe United 
States would seenre concessions on flour 
and grain in return for advantages en¬ 
joyed by Brazil. There is a desire here 
to advance the negoitations to a definite 
conclusion.

PLANS OF EASTERN MANUFACTURER. 


Humboldt. Del Norte and Mendocino 
Count/ Properties Wenld Be In¬ 
cluded In the Pool. 


Taooma, Wash.—Frsderick Weyer- 
hauser, the riohest lumberman in the 
Mississippi valley, is iaterested in a 
proposed combine of all redwood lum¬ 
ber mills, logging railroads and the 
heaviest timber lands in Hnmboldt, 
Del Norte and Mendocino bounties, 
California. Weyerhauser is here with 
ten other Minnesota, Iowa and Wiscon¬ 
sin lumbermen to buy 1,000,000 acres 
of Northern Pacific fir timber lands 
for $6,600,000. The deal is practioally 
completed and a party is now out in 
the timber belt inspecting the lands 
purchased. 

In an interview Weyerhauser says: 
‘‘I have several good propositions in 
view. One of these is in Humboldt 
county. Cal. This embraces twenty- 
four saw mills, 252 miles of railroad 
and several hundred thousand acres of 
land. There is said to be 20,000,000,- 
000 feet of good timber on the lands. 
A pool to buy it has been partly formed 
in the East and this proposition can be 
got for less than $15,000,000. The 
present owners of the Humboldt 
county lands are ohiefly San Francisco 
firms, including Charles Nelson, the 
Union Lumber Company, the Albion 
Lumber Company and the McKay 
Company. If the deal goes through 
Weyerhuaser will be its directing 
spirit, though a number ot Californians 
will continue to be interested. 

Weyerhauser says it is because of his 
anticipation that a great market will 
be opened up in the Orient for Ameri¬ 
can lumber that he iB coming to the 
Coast to purchase timber lands. He 
belioves this demand will justify the 
establisment by him and his sons and 
men interested with him of several 
sawmills on Puget sound and at Gray’s 
Harbor and Willapa bay. 


REPORT ON YOSEMITE PARK. 


sent 


Superintendent Ui|« the Govern: 
to Boj Out Landholders. 

Washington.—'Acting Superintend¬ 
ent Wiloox of, the Yooemite National 
Park in hia annual report recommends 
that the Government buy out the own¬ 
ers of the patent lands within the park 
limits to remove one great source of 
trouble and destruction. Other rec¬ 
ommendations are the fixing of penal¬ 
ties for violation of the park regula¬ 
tions; obtaining authority from the 
State of California to establish a camp 
of troops within the Yosemite valley 
tor patrol services, a permanent camp 
to be constructed at Wawona; a sys¬ 
tematic burning of fallen and dead 
timber to prevent forest fires, and get 
decisive aotion to prevent diverting 
the waters flowing in the park. 

The report says the deer within this 
Government reserve are fairly plenti¬ 
ful and tame, and that bear, quail, 
squirrels and trout aro numerous, and 
mountain lions and lynxs are in evi¬ 
dence. 

DAMON STILL IN OFFICE. 


NO SPECIAL GUAM STAMPS. 


Surcharged Editions of the Regular 
American Issue to Be Used. 

Washington.—Following close on 
the heels of the sale of the 50,000 sets 
of newspaper and periodical stamps 
comes information from Captain Leary, 
Governor of Guam, that there is a 
great demand from ool lectors for Guam 
stamps. With its few inhabitants, the 
long lapses between mails and its com¬ 
parative isolation, it was reasonable 
to suppose that Guam would require 
but few stamps and those of small de¬ 
nomination. The department was 
much surprised to receive several days 
ago a request from Leary for 152,000 
stamps, valued at $11,000. Leary 
even before he went to Guam was 
overrun with requests for distinctive 
stamps for Guam, whiuli are merely 
United States stamps of tbe same de¬ 
nomination, with “Guam” stamped 
across their face in black ink. 


McKinley Refused to Accept Resigna¬ 
tion of Hawaiian Mlalster. 

Washington.—The President has re¬ 
fused to accept the resignation of Mr. 
Damon, the Hawaiian Minister of 
Finance, and that official will remain 
in office at least until such time as 
Congrers provides for a system of 
government for the Hawaiian islands. 
Mr. Damon’s resignation was tendered 
at a time when he was in Italy, seek¬ 
ing to seoure the emigration to Hawaii 
of Italian laborers. 

This pursuit was in the interest of 
an organization of planters and capital¬ 
ists, and it was thought to be scarcely 
fittng that the Minister of Finance 
should engage in such outside matters. 
The resignation was tendered under 
these conditions, but. ns Mr. Damon 
has since terminated the connection 
between himself and the organization 
referred to the reason for its acceptance 
at once disappeared. 

NEW NORTHERN ROADS. 


Give the Chickens Grit. 

The gizzard is competent to render 
very fine the hardest material the ben 
may eat, but in order to do this it 
must be assisted by the use of gravel, 
sand or other sharp cutting, hard ma¬ 
terial. How many farms there are in 
the West where even no sand exists 
and poultry have to depend on old 
cast-off buttons, pieces of glass and 
other hard material which they may 
happen to see in their daily perambu¬ 
lations. It is safe to say that many 
diseases on the farm where bat little 
grit is found may be traceable to the 
lack of it. We have frequently oalled 
attention to the function of the gixxard, 
and have shown how a gissard of a 
grain-eating fowl may change to a 
stomach when flesh and other soft sub- 
stanoes have been substitnted for a long 
period, and vice versa. Hence, in order 
to have the fowl in the beat of health 
it should be provided with the right 
kind of grit and then fed the right 
kind of food. In order to get the 
greatest good from food which is to 
furnish the lime necessary, it should 
be fed in such a manner that its solu¬ 
ble parts will be assimilated. Bones 
are phosphate of lime, but egg shells, 
chalk, limestone and oyster shells are 
oarbonate of lime. Such are insoluble 
in water, and liable to be passed off, 
and the very best way to feed lime is 
to feed it in the grains of which it is 
one of the constituents, such as wheat, 
oats, barley, buckwheat, clove# hay, 
peas and beans. We need to provide 
plenty of the right kind of grit for our 
poultry. There may be requirements 
other than the mere grinding of the 
food consumed by them.—Poultry 
Farmer. 


Care of Spanish Prisoners. 

Washington. — The President is 
making efforts to secure the protection 
of Spanish prisoners with the insur¬ 
gents in the Philippines. A cable 
message relating tq this subject has 
been sent to General Otis and by him 
forwarded to General MacArthur, with 
instructions to get it to Agninaldo if 
possible. Tbe President requests the 
kindly and humane treatment of the 
Spanish prisoners, and the message 
alao contains an intimation that any 
of tbe insurgents responsible for the 
ill treatment of each prisoners will be 
held to strict account when they are 
taken by the United States forces oper¬ 
ating in the islands. 


Sajs Gage Prevented Panic. 

New York.—Russell Sage is quoted 
as saying to a newspaper interviewer 
who asked him what he thought of the 
United States Treasury offer to buy 
$25,000,000 of bonds: “I believe 
Secretary Gage’s action has saved the 
fiancial world from a disastrous panic. 
No one who baa been in tonch with 
business enterprises daring the past few 
months can fail to have realized the 
stringency of the money market. The 
sharps took advantage of the situation. 
They are making a rich harvest of it, 
bnt the Government has stopped their 
game.” 


Bought Out By Automobile Mon* 
New York.—Announcement is made 
of a consolidation between the Inter¬ 
national Antomobile and Vehiole Tire 
Wheel Company of Boston. By tbe 
terms of the consolidation the first- 
named company ia said to have ac¬ 
quired tbe business of the rnbber tire 
company, including a number of val¬ 
uable patents. The amonnt involved 
in the transaction is placed at about 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 


Profit in Hemp. 

The Manila hemp held by Americans 
has been profitable. In ’98 the price 
of this product of new American pos¬ 
sessions in the Philippines was be¬ 
tween 6 and 7 cents a pound. When 
the war between Spain and the United 
States broke out there was a fair sup- 
ply-of the fiber in the United States 
and a large supply on the way to the j 
United States. After Dewey’s block¬ 
ade the price went up, but ships laden 
with the fiber for the United States 
were allowed to sail. When this 
limited supply was exhausted there 
was a total cessation of supply, not 
only in the work of the blockade, but 
in the interference with the supply for 
export by the armies working in the 
interior. The prioe of fiber has in¬ 
creased gradually until it is now about 
three times what it was at the out¬ 
break of the war, and the prospect is 
that it will go considerably higher. 
Substitutes in the Manila hemp line 
are not numerous. The substitute in 
general use at the present time is the 
sisal or Yucatan hemp. It is not so 
good as the Manila. article, lacking 
nearly all of tbe strength and fineness 
of the latter, but does for binding twine 
and similar purposes. Even this sub¬ 
stitute has advanoed in price, selling 
now for about 9 cents a pound. There 
is no reason why this should be the 
case exoept the natural sympathy of 
this product with the hemp market 
and the increased demand for it by 
reason of the decline in the use of 
hemp. The supply of the Yucatan 
article is ample, and there has been no 
interference with getting it to market. 
There is also an American hemp which 
is used to a considerable degree in the 
manufacture of binding twine. It 
gives fair satisfaction. It is the com¬ 
mon belief of people generally that 
jute is also used for this purpose, but 
there seems to be no confirmation of 
this belief from tbe cordage people. 


Branches to Ite Built li; the Oregon 
Railroad nod Navigation. 

Portland, Or. — J. C. Haveley, 
Charles Steele and G. W. Mulka of the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com¬ 
pany have tiled articles of incorpora¬ 
tion for the construction of a branch 
road from Touohet station, in Wash¬ 
ington, in a northeasterly direction to 
Prescott, on the constructed line; also 
branch lines from Dayton in a south¬ 
easterly direction to the state line; 
from Pendleton to the headwaters of 
Birch creek and from Pomeroy to Vine- 
land, in Asotin county. The branch 
lines have been incorporated under 
the name of the Washington Railroad 
company. 


Deniitl of the Report* 

San Diego.—President Farrell of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
stated that there is no truth in the re¬ 
port that Goodall, Perkins & Co. were 
to be removed as managers of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Steamship Company on 
January 1st, or that the general office 
will be removed to Seattle on that 
date. Mr. Farrell, who has spent the 
last fifteen days examining the affairs 
of the company in the offices south of 
San Francisco, said the company is 
now formulating plans not yet com¬ 
plete for an enlargement and extension 
of its service.

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Los Angels* Exposition. 

Los Angeles.—The Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association of thisoity 
has completed the appointment of 
committees to have charge of the in¬ 
dustrial exposition to be given in this 
city during the last two weeks in Feb¬ 
ruary and tbe first two weeks in March. 
The purpose of the exposition primarily 
is to raise money to build a large con¬ 
vention hall in this city. Excursions 
from Ban Francisco and northern 
points and El Paso and southeastern 
points will be run over all the roads 
with reduced rates. 


Expanses of th* Navy. 

Washington.—According to the an¬ 
nual report of the Paymaster-General, 
it cost $13,988,174 to maintain in com¬ 
mission the ships in aotive service in 
the Navy last year. For construction 
of ships and purchase of ready-built 
ships $9,964,456 was expended, while 
$6,754,974 was absorbed in repairs to 
ships. There is said to be a need for 
more warehouses at the different navy 
yards and stations, including the naval 
station at Cavite. 


Army of Census Takers. 

Washington.—Director Merriam of 
the Census, in his annual report, esti¬ 
mates that there will be required for 
tbe census of 1900 more than 50,000 
enumerators,over 2500 clerks and over 
2000 speoiai agents. On November 
10th the entire office numbered 182, 
mostly women employed as skilled 
laborers in the preliminary work. It is 
recommended that the permanent office 
of purchase agent be created, and that 
two additional chiefs of division and 
nineteen additional ,clerks be author¬ 
ized. 


Sheep Dip for Hoffs* 

A swine breeder who had a number 
of pigs 8 or 10 weeks old, old enough 
to wean, noticed that they were not 
doing well, and on closer examination 
found that “some were lousy, some 
a little mangy and others looked 
measlyfied." He used kerosene oil, 
but failed to relieve tbe trouble, and 
it ocourred to him that as sheep suf¬ 
fered similar troubles, he would give 
dipping a trial, and he reports the 
result as follows: “I pat in a barrel 
25 gallons of water and a quart of dip 
and stirred it up good; then dipped 
the pigs. Never saw such a change. 
Not over fifteen mititues’ work. Left 
barrel in the pen, and whenever I saw 
a pig having the least thing the matter 
with tbe Bkin I dumped it in the bar¬ 
rel of dip.

The pens also should have 
been thoroughly cleaned and rid of lice 
by sprinkling with a solution of car¬ 
bolic aoid or anything else that would 
have the same effect, and probably this 
waa done.—-Live Stock.

SEE WITH FINGER TIWl 

Delicacy of TonchiAcqaired by Hudttsg 
Money at the Minta. 

“One often hears it said that the blind 
learn to see with their finger tips,” re¬ 
marked an old mint employe, “and the 
simile Is not so far fetched as might be 
supposed. The extent to which the 
sense of touch may be trained and de¬ 
veloped is amazing. Here In the mint 
we have women employes who can de¬ 
tect a counterfeit coin the moment they 
lay hnnds on it, yet If you asked them 
how they did it they would be utterly 
unable to give an intelligent explana¬ 
tion. The only thing they can say is 
that ‘it feels wrong.’ Such experts 
never make a mistake and will spot a 
spurious piece when the most delicate¬ 
ly adjusted mechanical coin detector 
passes It as O. K. They will know a 
coin is genuine even after the inscrip¬ 
tion has been practically worn off by 
hard usage, but a counterfeit, old or 
new, is Instantly thrown out. Of courso 
they use their eyes as well as their 
hands in the work, but their main re 
liance is placed in the finger tips, and 
to see them run over a pile of money, 
occasionally pushing aside a bad piece, 
is well worth a trip to the mint. In my 
younger years I possessed the faculty 
myself, but I find I have lost it to some 
extent. I believe as one grows old th« 
skin hardens imperceptibly and the 
touch becomes less sensitive. I know 
that exposure to the cold will affect 
the hands in that respect for several 
days at a time. There used to be a 
young man in the Carson City mint 
who was celebrated for his skill as a 
handler of money and for the accuracy 
with which he could distinguish coun¬ 
terfeits. He told me on one occasion 
that he felt his touch greatly blunted 
by playing tenpins, a game of which 
lie was very fond. For some time lie 
was at a loss to locate the cause, but it 
finally occurred to him, and lie aban¬ 
doned the bowling alley. After that lie 
,wns nil right.”—New Orleans T.uies- 
Demoerat.

“THE LOST CHORD.” 

How Sir Arthur Snlllvan Cana to 
Write That Famoaa Melody. 

Colonel Robert E. Lee Wentling. a 
great traveler and muslcan, tells the 
following Interesting story: 

“It was while visiting the house of a 
nobleman in England that I first heard 
the story of the birth of ‘The Lost 
Chord.’ a song that has been sung In 
every quarter of tbe globe and which 
will live forever. If ever there was 
such a thing as Inspiration, that song 
was Inspired. 

“There are very few Englishmen 
who do not remember Fred Sullivan, 
the great comic star and brother of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. He played In all the 
original Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
and has never been equaled. He was 
later followed by George Grossmlth. 

“One day Sir Arthur Sullivan was 
notified tbat his brother Fred was very 
ill. He made every effort to reach the 
house where hls brother was lying at 
the point of death, but arrived too late 
to see him alive. The two brothers 
were devoted to each other, and the 
blow was a bitter one for Sir Arthur. 
He was closeted with tbe body of hls 
brother for two hours, at the expira¬ 
tion of which time he came down 
stairs and went to the piano. Throw¬ 
ing the Instrument open, he began to 
play, and. bar by bar, ‘The Lost Chord’ 
was evolved. The composer sadly put 
his new composition on paper and 
stored It away. 

"The song is the wall of a throbbing 
heart, the grief of desolation. All 
through its beautiful harmony can be 
heard the strain of grief. So profound 
an impression did the association of 
the song with the death of hls brother 
make on Sir Arthur that lie Is said to 
have, even at this late day, an aversion 
to hearing it performed.”—Baltimore 
News. 

A Soaplesn Country. 

In spite of British rule, India is still 
virtually a soapless country.

In other words, con¬ 
siderably less than an ounce Is the 
average consumption a person.

The making of shark oil Is the Im¬ 
portant industry of McGarvln's Cove, 
near Riverside. The process of manu¬ 
facture Is decidedly primitive. The 
sharks are caught In every Imaginable 
way, by bait and hook, but principally 
with the seine. The livers, which con¬ 
tain the olL after being taken from the 
fish, are rendered out in cans set over 
a brush fire, reminding one somewhat 
of the process of obtaining the oil from 
whale blubber. The oil is then put 
Into casks and shipped to Los Angeles. 

The coarser grades are used In the 
making of tarpaulins and other oiled 
cloths for use aboard ships, while the 
finer grades are put Into the so called 
cod liver oil of commerce. The sharks 
average from 10 to 25 cents’ worth of 
oil apiece, and a day’s catch usually 
nets about $40.—Riverside Tress.

SEEN UNDER A GLASS 


A MICROSCOPE REVEALS BEAU¬ 
TIES OF ANIMAL LIFE. 

i _ 

Mimtom Arrangement of a Spider's 
Eyes—Daddy LonglegsCan See in Any 
Direction—Revelations About Mos¬ 
quitoes. Flies and Other Things. 

Dr. B. L. Blese Is a Chicago scientist 
who devotes his leisure time to bug¬ 
hunting. Ills forte is microscopy ami 
the use of this delicate instrument In 
connection with Insect anatomy has 
resulted in some extremely interest¬ 
ing discoveries of late. He disposes 
of one or two theories which have been 
held for years, notably the one which 
provides insects with cup-shaped feet, 
the suction of which enables them to 
walk on polished surfaces in seeming 
defiance of all the lawn of gravity. His 
microscope shows that the insects al¬ 
ways have hooks of great relative pow-

er on the ends of their legs, which are 
used to grasp inequalities invisible to 
human eyes. 

Under the microscope the polished 
surface of plate glass Is shown to be 
really a mass of Inequalities. The 
naked eye, the touch, will not reveal 
them to man. Uuder this same instru¬ 
ment the fedt of the common house fly 
Is shown to be re-enforced by hooks 
small enough to find lodgment in the 
inequalities of the glass surface. The 
foot of the mosquito lias a wonderful 
double hook which gives it the power 
of holding to almost any smooth sur¬ 
face. In fact, the foot Is frequently 
entangled in some meshes which to the 


ly the compound eyes are supplemented 
by simple eyes set in front and low 
down on or near the proboscis which 
enable It to see at short rauge in front. 
But the spUler lacks these supplement¬ 
al eyes. 

“Here is the head of a grasshopper 
which shows the more ordinary style 
of eye with which insects are fitted," 
continued the doctor, placing another 
slide under the glass. “You will see 
that this insect has a huge eye on each 
side of the head. They resemble the 
eyes of a horse in a measure, but are 
immensely larger in proportion. Now 
they are fixed in the head immovably 
so that the bug can not turn them lu 
the slighUst degree. They have none 
of the delicate appliances of the human 
eye to reduce focus or change direc¬ 
tion, so naure has compensated. 

“You will see that the eye is enclosed 
in a transparent sack and that It has 
the appearance of liuudrods of glassy 
fish eggs. These enable the iusect to 
catch pictures in all directions. But 
just in front the lines are rather ob¬ 
scure, so nature has bestowed some ex¬ 
tra eyes on the grasshopper. Look 
closely to the base of the antennae and 
you will see one of these extras. Some 
insects have them In the tips of their 
noses, as It were. These are for short 
range seeiug and give the iusi*ct an 
advantage not possessed by spiders. 
This is an excellent type of the eom- 
pouud eye.” 

The slide was moved si glrtly that the 
leg of the iusect might he examined 
uuder the powerful lens. The Joint 
work of the limb is like a ruby rush, 
the delicate blood vessels imparting a 
brilliant hue thereto. The structure 
is extremely powerful, the joints fit¬ 
ting into each other so as to impart the 
greatest elasticity and power. On the 
end of the leg are strong hooks which 
can close on any object with great 
force. They also give the insect the 
power to grasp any inequality forci¬ 
bly, to use the enormous muscular pow¬ 
er which results in a leap of hundreds 
of times the length of the iusect.

eye appear to present no inequality. 
When the mosquito struggles—as eau 
frequently be noticed—these hooks 
have clasped something which Is clasp¬ 
ed the tighter as the Insect tries vainly 
to fly away. 

But it Is in the visual apparatus that 
nature shows the must marvelous 
adaptability to the lives of the bugs. 
Some of the eyes L>r. Kiese has placed 
on microscopic elides are marvels of 
Intricacy. The fact that they are sta¬ 
tionary, without lateral or vertical 
power—they can not alter the focus or 
direction of gaze—makes it necessary 
for the Insect to bo provided with lens¬ 
es so cut up with facets that they will 
capture and retain pictures In almost 
every degree of the lateral and vertical 
planes. Insects can see as well be¬ 
tween what In man would be called 
the shoulder blades us they can direct¬ 
ly In front. In many cases they see 
to much better advantage behind than 
before. 

Dr. Biese adjusted his microscope at 
this time and placed a slide in position 
whereon was pasted the body of a 
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WATCHTOWKR OF A SPIDER. 

“daddy long legs," or common garden 
spider. This specimen is an excep¬ 
tionally fine one and is so mounted as 
to bring the eyes directly uuder the 
searching power of the instrument. 
The eyes are wonders in themselves, 
but their position is even more won¬ 
derful. They are perched on top of 
a watch tower in the middle of the 
back. They project into the air to 
what seems a full inch under the glass; 
seen by the naked eye this tower in 
Indistinguishable until the mind has 
been attracted to its existence by the 
microscope. The eyes are on each side 
of the tower, very near the top. “That 
Insect can see as well over Its shoulder 
as it can In almost a direct line in 
front,” said Dr. Biese. “Possibly that 
Is the reason—In fact. It may be said 
to be certainly the reason—that a spi¬ 
der can r un backward as well as for¬ 
ward. The only spot where It does 
not seem to see well is right in front. 
Xou can capture one from that side 
much easier than from any other. This 
■pider la not fitted with the additional 
•yes which other insects have. Usual- 


“The theory,” said Dr. Biese, "that 
Insects have cup-shaped terminations 
to their legs, which enable thorn to 
travel up a wall or up a glass is not 
correct. They have nothing of the kind 

at least none I examined hits. Suc¬ 
tion, the supposed force which keeps 
them in their seemingly unscientific po¬ 
sition. is not used at all. Those hooks 
tire used ns a monkey usph the long. 
lingers and as a bird uses its claws, to 
grasp any roughness on the surface. 
If the smoothest piece of glass known 
were examined under a powerful mi¬ 
croscope it would he seen to be a mass 
of Inequalities. Now. the book or 
hooks—some have several on one leg- 
are so small that they can be inserted 
in those inequalities. Titus what seems 
to be a violation of natural laws Is seen 
to be merely an accommodation there¬ 
to. 

"Look at this set of hooks on the end 
of the leg of the mosquito. A close 
glance will reveal the fact that this 
insect hns powerful double hooks, 
working from opposite sides of the leg. 
These can close up on anything too 
small to be seen and hold on with great 
power. The spider you will also see) 
has a set of hooks which he uses with! 
legs several times ns long as the diam-' 
eter of his body. He must have tre¬ 
mendous muscular power to use those 
legs nt all, yot he handles each in suc¬ 
cession at will.” 

One of the wonders of nature was 
shown on another slide. It ,was the 
head, and particularly the proboscis, 
of the common house fly. Projecting 
out from between the feelers is a broad 
net hooked up to the head by extension 
ropes. This net or web can be thrown 
out to a distance several times as far 
as the diameter of the head. It is used 
to suck up fluids and convey them toj 
the greedy mouth. The net is a mar¬ 
velous exemplification of nature’s art¬ 
istic power. The web is traced with 
beautiful lace work, the cords are 
twined in regular strands, as if they 
really are ropes, and the tackle is as 
intricate, yet simple in use, as anything 
used on a ship 

Seen under the most powerful glass 
—some 300 diameters were used—the 
tracery of the net is very clearly 
worth the study of engineers, for 
Dame Nature exceeds in skill any of 
her imitators. The study of this pecu¬ 
liar proboscis, with the beady eyes 
lying near to throw a brilliant light 
over the object assailed, is a work of 
art unsurpassed. In its mechanical 
purposes it is another evidence of the 
skiii of the Creator in fashioning ap¬ 
pliances to fit all needs. 

One thing noticed in all the speci¬ 
mens displayed was that insects are 
usually covered with feathery hairs 
all over their parts. A glistening fly 
which to the human vision seems to be 
superlatively smooth is shown to be 
covered with a full suit of hairy feath¬ 
er*. The mosquito is literally ingulfed 


In feathers, with here and there spi¬ 
rals entwined among them. The wing 
of the mosquito shows the same 
courses of feathers running along with 
each strand of the structure, while the 
web or sails are covered with delicate 
hairs. 

One of the most interesting wings 
seen was taken from a May fly. the 
niotldike iusect which lives but one - 
day. flutters about au electric or gas 
light and falls dead by the million. 
The lace work of this wing would fur-, 
nish a pattern for the most delicate 
and filmy laces produced in Belgium. 
France or Austria. Under a power¬ 
ful glass its lutftcncies are so clearly 
revealed that au accurate copy cou.d 
be easily made. 

Consumption. 

Nearly one-fourth of the deaths 
among the animals at the British Zoo 
logical Gardens last winter were due 
to tuberculosis. This is nearly doubl 
tlie human average, and confirms the 
rapidly growing belief that the discus* 
is emphatically one of confinement and 
overcrowding, fnr this society’s superb 
menagerie Is very much cramped for 
room. The difference in the distribu 
tioti of the disease between the various 
classes of animals at tlie '/mo is 
marked. Iteptiles of all sorts are al 
most exempt, probably because th 
tubercle bacillus cannot live at the low 
temperature of their bodies, although 
two or three suspicious cases were 
found in tortoises and pythons. Ani¬ 
mals suffer nearly 50 per cent, more 
severely than birds. But the most 
striking difference is that between the 
meat-eaters and vegetable feeders. 
Among vegetarians (monkeys, ante¬ 
lopes. deer and kangaroos) it causes At; 
per cent of all deaths; among meat 
eaters (lions, wolves, small cats, civ¬ 
ets) barely 3 per cent. Among grain- 
eating birds (pheasants, pen-fowl, 
grouse, ostriehs) tubercle is responsible 
for 30 per cent, of all deaths. Among 
flesh eaters (eagles, vultures, owls, 
crows) 11 per cent. Comment Is super¬ 
fluous. An open-air life and a meat 
diet are clearly the best protection 
against consumption. 

Costly Fruit In England. 

At a farmers' club in Devonshire. 
England, not long since, an experienced 
gardener in the employ of one of the 
nobility made the statement that tlie 
income from ten acres covered with 
glass beneath which early vegetables 
and fruits were grown would exceed 
that from 10,000 acres of the best farm 
land as ordinarily tilled. No doubt that 
assertlou was extravagant, but It can 
be said within the lines of conservatism 
that tlie Britisher wasn't off in his fig¬ 
ures more than 50 per cent. One man. 
to our knowledge, a German gardener, 
soltl early cucumbers, melons, and 
celery, from one acre under glass- 
cold frames—to Lend elite and Aspen 
(Colo.) miners to tlie amount of from 
$3,000 to $4,000 a season. 

In England, where, on account of the 
damp, chilly climate, even peach trees 
must be trained fiat against a brick or 
stone wall like vines in order to Insure 
fruit, and where corn cannot lie grown, 
extremely fancy prices are paid for 
extra early fresh fruits and vegetables. 
A dollar a pound for strawberries and 
75 cents apiece for cucumbers are only 
ordinary prices for these products, 
when put upon the markets early., 
Early fruits and vegetables bring 
handsome returns in large cities in any 
country.—(California Vinc.vardist. 

Sleep Mistakes. 

To get up at 7 o’clock, or N o’clock, or 
any other fixed hour every morning, uoj 
matter at what time you went to bed. 
the night before is the most effectual | 
.way of making a bad workman of your-' 
self. And its for saying that eight 
hours’ sleep is what suits everybody, 
is as nonsensical as to say that one; 
ounce of tobacco—no more, no loss—is 
tlie quantity every one ought to smoke’ 
in a day. 

No doubt It is difficult for most people' 
to sleep as long iu tlie morning as the 
body requires to repair itself. Busi¬ 
ness having fixed hours, tlie people who 
do it must accommodate themselves to 
them. Still, as long as people use 
alarms or have themselves called they 
will continue to feel more or less out 
of sorts on most days of their life. 

For most of us there is only one way 
of solving the question—that is by go- 1 
ing to bed nine or ten hours before the 
time when our business requires us to 
get up, and sleeping until we naturally 
awake. Tills would mean getting up at 
various hours, instead of the usual 
fixed hours. But any one who carried 
out the plan would feel so vigorous on 
arising that he could turn tin* interval 
before breakfast to good account. 

Tall Men Scarce in England. 

The directors of the Great Northern, 
railway of England have Issued a cir¬ 
cular letter to the station agents stat-i 
ing tlint in future the standard height 
for porters lu the passenger depart¬ 
ment shall be 5 feet (i inches and in 
tlie goods department 5 feet 4 inches. 
This is a considerable reduction, 
forced by a scarcity of taller men. 

Electric Thief-Catching. 

A thief had for weeks been stealing 
Incandescent lamps in one of the Pa¬ 
risian theaters. Au electrician caught 
him by arranging the wires so that 
when a lamp was removed an electric 
signal informed a man on the watch. 
When caught the rogue had two burn¬ 
ers in bis pockets. 

Newfoundland Tobacco. 

The jaeotars, or Frencb-C’anadian 
half-breeds of Newfoundland, srnokei 
the inner bark of the red willow when 
they cannot procure tobacco. White 
settlers often use this for scenting to¬ 
bacco. It is called Killlkinick In the 
Indian language.

Handy Chicken Koost. 

In many poultry houses the manner 
In which the roosts are placed lu posi¬ 
tion is a source of annoyance when 
time comes to clean out the house. Iu 
order to avoid the difficulty of getting 
around under the roosts, b, they should 
bo placed crosswise a frame made of 
about 2x4-inch material, six feet wide 
and nearly as long as the building In 
which they are to be placed. Hang the 
frame, a, at one side to the wall by 
heavy strap or T-hlnges and support 
the other side by props, d, placed under 
It or a couple of pieces of stout wire 
rope, c, hung from the roof. The 
roosts can then be let down out of the 
way when the house Is being cleaned, 
and they also can be scraped off nud 
washed with lime, either with a brush

or spray pump. If both tiouse and 
roosts are whitewashed frequently the 
tiltli will be lessened. A spray pump 
Is excellent to use for this whitewash¬ 
ing process.—American Agriculturist.

"Another year's experience confirms 
my statement made a year ago that one 
can control potato seal) by the use of 
a rye sod, if this Is done iu tlie right 
way. This is the fifth year of au ex¬ 
periment on two acres of land that had 
become so Infested with scab that a 
decent crop of potatoes could not be 
grown. Five successive crops of (iota- 
toes have been grown lu tiffs land, turn¬ 
ing a rye sod under each spring, and 
the seed used a portion of the time has 
not been wholly free from scab and has 
been untreated with any solution to kill 
the germs, but the crop Is above the 
average in smoothness. The seed last 
spring, coming from Northern Ohio, lmd 
more scab than seemed safe, but so far 
as examination of the bills now Indi¬ 
cates. tlie crop will lie all right. If the 
rye can bo turned during a hot spell 
In the spring, it makes the soil a little 
acid, and that is fatal to the scab germs. 
Two years of that treatment practically 
cleaned the field.”—Alva Agu, in Ohio 
Fa rmer. 

For un Amateur Carpenter. 

The honesty of lmud-madu furniture 
is always attractive, particularly if it 
is made without glue in the good, old- 
fiishloncd style, with wooden bolts to 
hold the supports together. The ac¬ 
companying design for a bench is artis¬ 
tic in its simplicity and might easily 
be copied by any amateur carpenter. 
The ends are cut in a pattern out of a 
thick board, ns in Fig. 2, and are held 
together by a beveled bar, which, pass¬ 
ing through the supports, is firmly held 


successive crops, as the seed may be 
sown from early spring until quite late 
in summer. It belongs to the kale fam¬ 
ily, and wlien seeded thickly in row 4 
it produces small, tender stalks and 
grows wherever kale can be produced 
It is really a valuable acquisition to the 
list of garden plants, as well ns being 
a profitable crop for field culture. 

To Destroy Cabbnge Worms. 

Tests of the cabbage family are best 
controlled by the use of the following 
Insecticide: Pulverized resin, 5 pounds; 
concentrated lye, 1 pound; fish oil, 1 
pint; water 5 gallons. Make this into 
a stock solution by placing tho oil, 
resin and one gallon of hot water In 
an iron kettle, heating until the resin 
is softened. After this add the concen¬ 
trated lyecnrefully and stir the mixture 
thoroughly. Adil four more gallons of 
water and boil the whole mass until 
the mixture will unite with cold water, 
mnking a clear, nmbor-colored mixture. 
This mixture should make five gallons 
of stock solution. When this Is used, 
F. A. Slrrlne, of the Geneva Experi¬ 
ment Station, advises preparing It by 
combining one gallon of the stock solu¬ 
tion with sixteen gallons of water, 
three gallons of milk of lime and one- 
fourth pound of Paris green. The wa- 1 
ter. restu and milk of lime is added. In 
every case where this mixture is prop¬ 
erly applied good results were obtained. 
—American Agriculturist. 

Gathering Cow Peas. 

My method of gathering them Is a 
long way ahead of the common way ol 
hand picking. Take a heavy chain and 
fasten on a No. flu Oliver chilled plow, 
or any other heavy plow, in same man¬ 
ner as you would If wishing to turn 
uuder a tall growth. Buckle hip straps 
on harness so short as to hold plow out 
of ground. Take wheel and jointer off 
of plow; let row come between team 
and plow. Just skim enough surface to 
cut pea stalks off. The stalks will be 
caught by the chain and dragged until 
enough gathers to raise chain, tlicu they 
will drop out under chain and chair 
will then gather another bunch in llk< 
manner. Size of bunches will be regu¬ 
lated by weight of chain. If gathered 
In this way early in the morning while 
they are tough none will shatter. This 
fix is superior to any patented pea har¬ 
vester 1 have yet seen. 1 gathered my 
last year's crop in tills manner with 
great success.—P. B. Meyer.

Tlie Pig Sty. 

The pig sty is filled with materials 
for absorbing manure, but they are not 
cleaned as frequently as should be tlie 
case. Iu winter, if tlie yard contains 
absorbents, they become soaked during 
ruins and are disagreeable locations 
for adults or pigs. The pig prefers a 
dry location, as it suffers severely ou 
very cold days. The materials iu the 
pig yards will be of more service if 
added to the manure heap and a plenti¬ 
ful supply of cut straw thrown into 
the yard in its place. The covered shed, 
or sleeping quarters, should be littered 
a foot deep with cut straw, which may 
then be thrown into the yard, but the 
yard should always be cleaned out af¬ 
ter a rain and dry material then added. 

German Rape. 

The new forage plant—German rape 
—which has been praised so highly for 
stock is now known to be one of tlie 
best and cheapest garden erops that 
can be used for “greens,” being su¬ 
perior to kale in rapidity of growth and 
yield of leaves. It can also be used for

Fighting Hog Cholera. 

If the liog cholera should break out 
on our farm, then all the pigs that have 
lieen exposed to it should be confined in 
email lots so as not to spread the dis¬ 
ease on tli(> farm. The pig that lias tlie 
cholera should be confined in a pen to 
Itself, and it should bo sprayed three or 
four times each day with chloro-nuph- 
tholoum, twenty parts water to one of 
tlie cltloro, and the floor of the pen 
should he white with slacked lime, and 
if the pig dies, if it eau lie done, haul 
some logs and wood and burn It iu the 
pen where It died, but If not, be sure 
that every cholera germ is killed on tin 
way from the pen to the plnco where 
the pig Is burned. By using such vigor¬ 
ous measures we have succeeded in 
stamping the cholera out several times 
on our farm.—James Riley, ill Farmers’ 
Advocate. 

Pnu’try Insect Killers. 

The lard and sulphur mixture'*has to 
be used ou young chicks with discre¬ 
tion. Insect powder, especially buhaeh, 
is far safer and will surely kill every 
louse with which It comes iu contact. 
Tobacco dust freely scattered through 
the feathers of tho old bird, as for in¬ 
stance when sitting, and a few days 
before the eggs are expected to hutch, 
will clear the lice out iu a hurry. Some¬ 
times I use tobacco dust In place of tlie 
insect powder. If applied freely, it 
will also kill these lice. For chicken 
mites, use the clear kerosene, soaking 
perches, nests and cracks and crevices 
very thoroughly, and It is a sure cure 
every time. 

Animal Food for Young Turkeys. 

As long as the supply of Insect food 
lasts the young turkeys will make imp- 
id growth, but as soon as you notlco 
the grass disappearing and insects lese 
abundant, begin feeding a small quan¬ 
tity of meat to the young turkeys at 
night, so as to promote and continue 
the growth. You should not aim to get 
them very fat. What you should de¬ 
sire is to secure as large frames and 
bone as possible, so us to have some¬ 
where to crowd ou the meat and fat 
later on. Hence do not allow them to 
cease growing, but push them until 
ready for market, putting them up for 
the purpose of being fattened about ten 
days before selling.—Exchange. 

Borers iu A i.i* 1 c- Trees. 

If the trees have already been infest: 
ed the borers must be taken out with a 
sharp knife or killed iu their holes by 
inserting a sharp wire. After the trees 
have been freed from them, prevent 
their further attacks by scrubbing the 
trunks once or twice a year with 
strong soapsuds. If tho trunks are cov¬ 
ered with rough bark, remove this by 
scraping. It is very difficult to rid aa 
orchard of borers after they are oac« 
established. 


GREAT COUNTING OF NOSES. 

Immense Amount of Work Involved ini 
Next Year’s Census. 

The twelfth census of the United 
States will be begun, so far as regards 
active enumeration, on June L 1900. It 
.will be the first census In which all the 
work of recording and computing sta¬ 
tistics is to be done by mechanical 
means. Electrical tabulating machines 
were Introduced for this purpose to¬ 
ward the close of the eleventh census, 
but in the coining enumeration they 
will be relied upon entirely. Without 
such assistance the taking of the. 
twelfth census would be practically an: 
Impossibility. Iu the eleventh censusi 
It was seven years before the final vol¬ 
ume of the principal report—that on; 
(population—was off the presses. In 
the census of 1880 the last volume was 
published In 1880. Congress stipulates 
that the four principal reports of the' 
coming enumeration—ou population, 
mortality, agriculture and manufac¬ 
tures—must be ready for publication' 
en July 1, 1902. 

In addition to this strict time limit: 
are to be taken Into consideration the' 
entirely changed conditions of the next 
census. It will embrace for the first] 
time the inhabitants of Alaska, Hawaii: 
ami Puerto Uieo, and will count 75,000,- 
000 people. Concerning each of these 
human beings who are scattered over 
some 4,000,000 square miles of the - 
earth's surface, a dozen facts must lie 
‘recorded. The taking of the census will' 
occupy tho services of more than 40,- 
000 persons. The members of the field 
force—In themselves nearly 40,000- 
will forward tliclr data to headquarters 
lu Washington, where It will be com 
piled and prepared for publication by' 
a staff of 3,000 clerks In the central of¬ 
fice. Each of the 75,000,000 cards used, 
ou which are punched tlie statistics' 
concerning each person, are numbered; 
to correspond with tin* numbers oppo¬ 
site the names In tho schedules. They 
contain 228 symbols, each of which is 
an abbreviation representing some fact 
within the range of the census enumer¬ 
ation. They are punched by means o»’ 
a machine something like a typewr.ter 
its the clerk reads from a schedule tlie 
required Information to the operator at 
the keyboard. In this way 700 cards' 
can be disposed of In one day by one! 
clerk. One thousand clerks ate to bo 
uut to tills special work. Front the: 
punching machine the electric cards go 
to the electric tabulating machine, 
which collects all the information th y 
convey and puts it into systematica! 
form. One machine docs the labor of 
twenty clerks under the old system.. 
From here tin* record slips pass to a 
force of 1,000 clerks, who make up the 
tables and prepare copy t'or the pint-
